WOODWARD'S UNIVERSAL 
PHOTOGRAPHY, 

A WET-DRY— WET SYSTEM OF 

PHOTOGRAPHY, THAT EMBRACES THE WHOLE ART. 

We will illustrate through the wet collodion process: Sensitize a fer- 
rotype plate, and instead of exposing it immediately, .as is an absolute 
necessity in the wet process; I make this absolute necessity optional, by 
immediatly, and thoroughly, washing this fresh 'sensitized plate' aider 
the water tap, with plenty of Pure warm, or tepid water, until it entirly 
carries away all surface or unused silver, so as to entirly over come its 
Decomposing Sensitiveness; ■ which it does , without destroying its Im. 
pressive, Sensitiveness. This is all the preservative used. It enables 
you to use them at leasure, or store away for fnturre use. 

2. Expose, giving more or leas time according to more or less light. 

3, Convert back to a wet plate by flowing them with plenty ol Pure 
warm, or tepid water, to moisten them. 4. Resensiiize them by diping, or 
flowing them with your ambrotype, bath, 5. Develop with the Sulphate 
oflrone and Acetic Acid develaper/ 6. If undertimed, or undeveloped 
wash, resenistize and develop again. ' 7. If over timed, or over develo- 
ped, wash, and tone up with a weak solution of bichlorid of mercury, or 
chloride of gold. 

These seven rules apply to all kind of types, and I will now give some 
variations, that give different names to the same picture. 

9. Take a clear transparent glass; make a dry plate as above - expose 
reconvert, resensitize, and develop, and look through it — it is a nega- 
tive; put it down film side to a dark surface and it, is a ambrotype; put 
it down film side up and it is a ferrotype. Or make it on a slightly tin- 
ted transparent glass, or substance- or varnish these that are made on 
clear glass with a slightly tinted transparen t varnish, and use them aa a 
negative and as a ambrotype. 

10. Take this first ambrotype, on clear glass, and as soon as dry duBt it 
with a duster until it assumes metalie luster, and put it down on a look- 
iug-glas or a daguerreotype surface and it is a daguerrotype. 

Or take this clear glass dry plate and make a transparency ; it will have 
a positive effect on both sides, or be looking ihrough it. Put it on white 
paper and it is a photograph. Put it on pearl paper and it is a pearl type. 
Put it on tin paper and it is a tin type. Put ii on silver surfaces and it is a 
daguerreotype. You may make this transparency on white transparat 



substances, or nse a white transparent varnish, for plain glass; or envelops 
with white, black, or silver insides can be used. 

11. Large sheats of japaned paper f or Hide substances, can be floated on 
a dish of collodion, and then on the atnbrotype bath, and scusatized, and 
then floated on a dish of pure changing water, and hung up to dry, and 
stored away fo enlargemuts. 1 Or, while yet wet it can be floated on. a dish 
of simple albumen, or gelatin and when coated hung up to dry, for future 
use,. Or, you may use albumen, and gelatin sensitizing as it is now used 
fur negatives and trans pare nee a ; and if reconverted, resensi tized and de- 
veloped, as herein given, you will obtain the best of positive and negative 
results. They have belter keeping qualities; if not so scnsaiive, and wont 
discolor, stain, or soil, ou exposing, developing, fixing, drying, and varn- 
ishing, . as all otliors do, when used the old way ; find this is why they are 
white and theirs are black. 

Helpers, forcers, or accelerators, are claimed by many, yet, while they ** 
help one way', they generaly. injure in otherc. A mear dip of the fresh, 
sensitized plate, or film, in pure water, will prevent Its erystalizlng on wat- 
ing, or drying; and will give a more rapid or sensitive plate ; but, its 
keeping and develaping arc uncertain,,. It is claimed that one drop of an - 
8 grain' solution of chlorid of gold, to; 12 ounces of water, flowed over the 
fresh finished film make vcyry sensitive. And that a.citate of morphia in 
the iron develaper will shorten' the exposure, and keep up brilliancy. 

So, I say, keep every thing used absolutly chemically pure, and free 
from extremes in heal, cold, and light- working in as weak a nonactinie 
light as possatle ia your dark 1 room, and in ; as bright an actinic light in 
your exposures . as is possible.' '
